United States consumed half of the world's output. 
Coffee Imports during the calendar year reached a new 
high point of 1,425,000,000 pounds, valued at ?193,000,000. 
The previous record was recorded In 1921 when America 
Imported 1.341,000,000 pounds, and 1,297,000.000. in 1920. 
In the:y.ear immediately preceding- the war, considerably 
less than 'a billion pounds ot coffee wers Imported, 


Ninety percent of al] of the coffee used in America, 


comes from Brazil. In the decade, ending In 1323, 
America sent over Jl;000,000,000 to Brazil In payment of 
coffee shipments. 


Apparently the\average American is becoming more 


attached to his dally cup of coffee each year. In 1913 
the annual per capita consumption was Slightly under 
9 pounds; In 191S it was 1014 pounds. In 1921 slightly 
above 12 pounds and In 1913, 13 pounds per capita. In
